office wfaQ» rteAYo:2L was instructed b y l5a.1or^ >^RNIKQY (who ran 
SKURIB *5 /agents vAille the latter was on leave In Russia) to in- 
vestigate his present whereabouts. According to the Soviet of- 
ficer, SCHWARZ was an agent of jit . ColonelKgOSEN TRETKR . Abwehr I, 
Berlin, and was active in economic egplu/iUgil^ against the Western 
Powers. SAVOY was of the opinion that filVD was interested in re- 
cruiting SCHWA4RZ5 who was subsequently interviewed by a member 
of this Detachment, under co^nr of a CIC agent makinti routine 
check of individuals kno'.vn to iiave ireen connected with the 
Abwehr. SCHWARZ impressed the interviewing officer as an essen- 
tially weak man, an opportunist, and as one who lacked both the 
ability and the necessary ideological convictions to make a 
really successful double agent. Taking further into consldez^a- 
tion that SCHWARZ’S house was only a block away from the SC 
safe house and the fact that he was married and had three small 
children, it was decided that no useful purpose could be served 
by permitting SCHWARZ *s abduction from the U.S .Sector to take 
place. He was therefore discreetly warned about known IffVD in- 
terest in ex-Abwehr officers and thereby encouraged to draw his 
own conclusions about the advisability of circulating in the 
Soviet Sector. 
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2. We were of course, well aware that SCHVfARZ presented a 
rather attractive target to the t?VD., not only because of his 
past experiences as an officer of the Abwehr, but because of 
his present connections to both the British and U.S. Information 
Control Divisions, his wide knowledge of German picture-making 
circles, and his friends in the film industry abroad. It was 
therefore sugg<=^sted that should there be any difficulties at 
all because of his past Abwehr activity, he should not hesitate 
to consult with the American authorities, who after all, ”no 
longer Consider Abwehr men as criminals”. 




3. oi Monday, 20 January 1947| SCHWARZ (accompanied by his 
lawyer, a Pr. WEISS ) contacted the Berlin CIC and reported that 
he was ar]feste<!T>y the 17VD under rathfr strange circumstances 
and that it was suggested to him, after a detailed interrogation, 
that he become a Russian agent. This suggestion, SCH17AFZ stated, 
was unacceptable to him. Although he agreed to sign a statement 
to that effect, in order to regain his freedom, he considered 
his signature ntill and void as it was obtained under duress* 

He had no intention to work for or against the Russians, but he 
felt the American authorities, who warned him about Just such a 
happening last summer, should be advised about the circumstances 
of his arrest, as it may be of some use in avoiding similar in- 
Gidents in the future.

obtained a position with the Transocean Film Vertriel^ end on 
1 January 194? a position v/as offered to him by DEFA (Deutsche 
Film AG) the Russian-sponsored German film-manufacturing organ* 
ization.

Questioned about his Abwehr activities, source made an 
obvious effort to whitev/ash himself. In any case, his own ver- 
sion of his services for the GIG does not agree with that of 
SAVOY, and presumably not with that of ROSErjTRETER. According 
to source, he first net R0SENTRET3R in ime summer of 1940 in 
the latter’s office oh Admiral KoestefJaTfer, next to the Marine 
Ministry. ROSBNTRETBR, IV'SCams, wanted source"s opinion on 
the dispute betwee n (von)MAKE. chief of the UFA In Copenhagen, 
and certain officials or the nSDAP, who resented HA^*s appoint- 
ment abroad on the ground that- he was not a member of the Razl 
Party. ROSEfraRETER explained that HAKE, althoiigh a civilian, 
was actually under Wehrmacht control. So\irce was then asked to 
assist the Abwehr in obtaining newspapers, periodicals*, and 
technical publications 'abroad. So“orce was also asked to write 
factual reports on economic conditions in Western Europe as well 
as reports on his estimate on th.t attitude of the Danes toward 
the occupying power# Source agreed to write the report on Den- 
mark, but claims to have e:jrplalned to ROSEKTRETER that he had 
for some time -been writing similar reports for the Fllmkammer, 
'which passed them on to the Propaganda Ministry. Source claims 
to have written approximately 200 reports on economic questions. 
He does no know whether his reports reached the Abwehr tnrough 
the Propaganda Ministry. In October 194-4 source was called to 
military service and assigned to a ground regiment of the Luft- 
waffe. He did not like this assignment, so he contacted ROSER-

The Intcrrogatior*. concerned itself with all details of sotirce*s 
life, with particular ompnasis on source English and American 
acquaintances. . During the interrogation, source was threatened, 
but not raishandied in any way.
